procured them ſuch abundance of all neceffaries, that 
had they been 3000 Perſons, their Pinnaces would 
have ſufficiently provided them with Wine, Meal, Rusk, 
Caſſavy - bread made of a Root called Yucca, whoſe juice 
is poiſon, but the ſubſtance good and wholeſom, dri- 
ed Beef, dried Fiſn, live Sheep, Hogs and Hens in abun- 
dance, with vaſt ſtore of dainty Fiſh eaſily taken eve- 
ry day. So that they were forced to build four ſeve- 
ral ſtore-houſes 10 or 20 Leagues aſunder both in the 
Iſlands, and on the main Land, that ſo if the Enemy 
ſhould ſurprize one they might have another to fur- 
niſh them till they had finiſhed their deſired Voyage, 
in building which, the Negroes were very skil ful and 
ſpeedy. With this ſtore they not only relieved them - 
ſelves and the Symerons while they joined with 
them, but likewiſe two French Ships in much diſtreſs.

of the Men eſcaped in the dark, but many Women 
asd Children were Murdered or taken; But at Sun» 
riſing, this Gallant their Leader being ſlain in purſu- 
ing another Man's Wiſe, the Symerom reſumed their 
Courage, and getting together, fel ſo furiouſly. on 
the Spaniards, that flying into the Woods without 3 
Guide, moſt of them periſnt by Famine, and not 
aboye 30 eſcaped to carry the News to thoſe that fent 
them. Theit Kivg dwelt in a City 16 Leagues South » 
Eaſt of -Panamia; and wis able to raiſe ſeventeen hun- 
dred fighting Men: They were very earneft with 
Captain Drake to ſtay two or three days, ingaging 1 
to double bis number of en in that time if he 
thought good 5 but he thanking them for their kind

Aug 20, 
They fell with a Cape nigh the entrance, called by 
he Spaniards Cape Virgina Maria, appearing like Cape 
Vincent in Portugal, with ſteep Cliffs and black Stars, 
againſt which the Sea heating ſeems like the Spouting 
of whales: Here the Genera! cauſed his Fleet to ſtrike 
their top Sails in honour of the Queen, and to ac- 
knowledge her abſolute Right in this new Diſcovery 3 
Changing alſo the name of his Ship from Pellican 
to the golden Hind, in remembrance of his honour- 
able Friend Sir Charles Hutton, when after a Sermon 
and Prayers for the Queen, and the whole Realm of En- 
gland they entred the Streights, having fight of the 
Land on both fides, which at length grew very nar- 
row, with many Windings: after which they ſeemed 
to come out of a River two Leagues broad, into a 
large and open Sea, and tlie night following ſaw a 
burning Iſland, much like Fogo in height, and flaming 
without intermiſſion.

Illand; aud though the other two were not ſo large 
yet they were very uſeful to them for the great ſtore 
of ſtrange Birds found there; they could not fly, but 
ran ſo faſt as ſometimes to eſcape; they are ſomewhat 
lels than a Gooſe, ſhort and thick, without Feathers, 
but only had matted Down, with Bills like Crows 3 
They lay their Eggs, and breed their Young in the 
Ground Ike Rabbits, and live on what they catch in 
the Sea, being very ſwift ſwimmers both to get their 
Prey, and (-cure themſelves from others. They came 


thither in ſuch vaſt gumb-rs, that they kilted three 
| thouſand in one day, and arc wholeſome Food. They 
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named one of theſe Iſlands, Bartholomew, according 
to the day, and the other St. George, in Honour of 
England, wherein they found the body of a Man i. 
moſt rotten. From hence to the entrance of the 
South Sea, the paſlige is very crooked, fo that the 
oft met with contrary Winds, being many tim 
| forc'd to alter their Courſe 3 and though (as Mayel 
lane faith) there be many good Harbours, and ſtor 
of ſreſn Water, yet they kad need be well furniſhed 
with Cables and Anchors to find Ground in them, 
The Land on both ſides is very high and Mountainou; 
having on the North and Weſt the Continent of 4. 
4nerica, and onthe South and Kaſt nothing but Iflands, 
among which lye innumerable paſſages into the South 
Sea. The Mountains riſe ihto the Air with vaſt lof. 
ty Spires, Invircned with Clouds and Snow, which 
_ Mill increaſeth their heighth, the Sup having little 
power to diminiſh them, ſo that they may be reckov{ 
among the Wonders of the World; yet there ue 
many low fruitful Valleys full of Graſs and Herds d 
very firange Creatures feeding therein. The Tres 
are almoſt always Green, the Air temperate, the Wa 
 er-pleaſant, and the Soil agreeable to any Grain for 
dur Country, and indeed wanting nothing to make 
an happy Region, but the Peopels Knowing and Wor- 
- ſhipping the True God: They made Fires as they 
paſſed in divers place. 
Drawing nigh the entrance of the South Sea, they 
had ſuch ſhuttings up Northward, and ſuch open 
paſlages to the South, that lying at Anchor under 
an ifland, the General went in a Boat to make futther 
| diſcovery, and having found a convenient way toward 
the North, in their-ceturn they met a Canoo with di- 
- vers Perſons in her; ſhe was made of the barks of 
Trees, with a prow and a Stern ſtanding vp, and bend- 
ing inward like an Half Moon, of excellent Shape 
and Workmanſhip, and built with ſo much Judg- 
ment and Art, that ſhe ſeemed fit for the Pleaſure 
of 2 Prince, rather than the uſe of ſuch a rude and

he like: The Veſſels wherein they keep their Water 
and Drink are of Wood like their Canoos, and very 
neat, which they cut with Kuives made of huge Muſ- 
{c-ſhells, (the Fiſh being good ſavoury Meat) which 
after they have broken off the thin edge, they grind 
and temper ſo heard upon ſtoges, that it will eaſily cut 


the hardeſt wood, and whereof they make Fiſlgipggs - 


to kill Fiſh, with admirable dexterity. 1 
Sept. 6. They left theſe troubleſome Iflands, and en» 
tred the South-Sea, or Mare del Zur, the Gereral de- 


ſigning to have gone aſhoar at the Cape, and after Ser- 


mon to have left 2 parpetual Monument of the Queen 
(which he had prepared) thereon: but they could find 
no Anchor ing, neither would the Wind permit them 


to ſtay, They found the Streight was in about fifty

lame accurſed Fruits as in Chriſtendom ; and in the 
Cities of Lima, Panama, Mexico, aud the Countries 
adjacent, no place is fice from thoſe Vices which that

us Worthy Knight having performed that un- 


I parallell'd Exploit of incompaſſing the World, 


gained fo much_Reputation thereby, that every Man 
thought himſelf happy who was evgag'd with ſuch a 
- Fortunate Commander: Having therefore only enjoy» 
ed ſome ſhort breathing ſince his laſt great Adventure, 
he for the ſervice ot his Prince and Country, priovi- 
ded a Navy of twenty five Ships and Pinnaces, aboard 
which were two thouſand three hundred Mariners, and 
Soldiers with their reſpe&ive Captains and other 
Officers, both for Land and Sea Service: He imbark- 
ed at Plymouth, Sept. 13. 15385, himſelf being Ad- 
mital, Captain Martin Frobiſher Vice-Admiral, and 
Captain Francis Knollis Rear-Admiral ; Having 
diſpatched all neceſſary Affairs they Sailed thence, di- 
recting their Courſe for Spain, and ſpied Sails near the 


ſhoar, the Weather being calm : The Vice-Admiral 
Was ſent with the Pinnace' to diſcover who they were, 
upon whoſe approach, moſt of them left their ſhips, 
being Frenchmen laden with.

mean time thought fit not to ſlay ſor an Anſwer, but 


to Sail up within ſhot of the City, to be ready for any 
ſudden Afﬀyult upon occaſion, before it was dark... 
Captain Sampſon returned ſoon after with this Reply, 
* That the Governour ſaid- he knew of no Wars, and 
© that the Power of Peace and War did not lie in fo 
mean 2 Subject as himſelf, and as for detaining the 


Merchants Goods, it was done by the King's Com- 


mand, without the leaſt deſign of indamaging any; 
* and that Seven diys ſince, he had ſeut a Counter- 
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mand, whereby they were now diſch:rged. To ve- 
Tifte which, he ſent all theſe Engliſh Merchants in 
Town aboard, who affirmed the Truth of it; upon 
which, after Conſultation, it was reſolved, that ſince 
it was late, they would land their Men, avd quarter 
aſhoar that Night, taking all neceſſary Care to ſecure 
themſelves ; which done the Governour ſent them 
Eread, Wine, Oyl, Apples, Grapes, Marmalade, and 
other Refreſhments : About Midnight the Weather 
being overcaſt, they thought it ſafeſt to repair aboard, 
but before they could recover the Fleet, a gfeat Tem- 
peſt aroſe, driving divers Ships from their Anchors, 
and particularly the Speedwell, which was carried 
into England, the reft being again recovered, This 
Storm continued three days, after which, M. Carliel 
was ſent with his own Ship, three others, the Galley, 
and divers Pinnaces to Vigo, where they took many 


| Boats and Carvels laden with very conſiderable things 


eſpecially Houſhold-fluff going into the high Country, 
and one with Church Ornaments, for the Cathedral 
of Vigo, wherein they found a great Croſs of Silver, 
imboſſed, and double gilt over, of a conſider«ble 
value, and the Owners complained, they loſt here a- 
bove thirty thouſand Duckets. | 
Next day General Drake and the whole Fleet ſailed 
from the Iſles of Bayon to a very good Harbour above 
Vigo, where L. General Carlicl attended his coming 
for. the convenieney of freſh Water. Mean time the 
Governour of Galicia having muſtered up two thou» 
fand Foot, and three hundred Horfe, marched with 
them from Bayon to this place, and lay in ſigbt of the

thetic, all the Inhabitants were fled, whereupon 
all the Cannon about the Town being above fifty 
ready Charged, were made ready and ſhot off in ho- 
nour of Queen Elizabeth's coming to the Crown that 
Day, being November x9. according to the Cuſtom in 
England, which were anſwered by the greater Guns 
from the Fleet, who now approached ſo near, that 
this thundring noiſe continued a great while together, 
Mean while, the L. General continued with the great- 
eſt part of his Forces on the top of the Hill, till the 
Town was quartered out for Lodging his whole Army, 
which being done, and every Captain ſettled in his 
own Quarters, in the Evening they placed ſuch futh- 
_ cient Guards about the Town, as they had no cauſe to 
fear any Evemy : Here they ſtaied 14 days taking ſuch 
Spoils as the place ; ielded, as Wine, Oyl, Meat, vi- 
negar, Olives, and the like ; but no trealure, nor an) 
thing elſe of value: The City of St. Jago is of a Tri-

The L. General being returned without knowing 
they were gone, immediately a French Piper who had 
been their Priſoner, came piping to chem in a little 


Boat, aud being called by the Guard, told them before 


he went aſhoar what he was, and that the Spaniards 
were gone from the Fort, offering either to put him- 
ſelf into their hands, or to return back and direct thoſe 


that would go to the Fort: whereupon the General, 


L. General, aud ſome Captains in their Skiffs, accom- 
panicd with three Pinnaces, furviſhed with Soldiers, 
went over. toward the Fort. At their approach, ſome 


of the Enemy bolder than the ref} ſtaying behind, ſhot 


the pieces of Cannon at them, but they went aſhoar 
and entred the place without finding any Man there. 
When day appeared, they ſaw it was built all of Tim-
